The Kankinji Structure Strengthened 
4 The banking structure as it la today 
has been greatly strengthened and the 
, I process of strengthening still goes on. 
. Banking Is not a closed science. The 
banking system which we have had 
was not good enough, and I earnestly 
‘ believe that an able and oon*partl8an 
commission should be set up to make a 
study of our numerous banking laws 
to the end that a properly correlated 
banking system might be worked out 
and submitted for consideration to the 
next Congress. 

A good system w'ould include rigid 
requirements as to management, in¬ 
telligent and Impartial supervision and. 
in due lime, unification of supervision. 
Such a system, composed of banks 
I adequately capitalized, capably man¬ 
aged and conscientiously supervised 
, would eliminate any possibility of a 
j recurrence of what has happened In the 
I past four years. 

The temporary Federal deposit Insur* 
ance plan under which deposits In 
j banks up tc $2,500 for each, account 
I are Insured has been in effect for six 
I months and’has proven a potent factor 
In restoring confidence. Only two small

Bank credits 
will Increase and money will go to 
work as soon as business men get over 
their dielncllnatlon to borrow and this 
will be when they begin to see profita 
within their reach.

The number of good credit risks Is In¬ 
creasing dally. Not In my time have 
I good borrowers been so warmly wel¬ 
comed at banks at they are today.

I lie l)ul> of I-'very Banker 

Il Is clearly the duty of every bank- 
. er In the country to perform certain 
I servico.H. The most Important are: 

I. To afford perfect safely for de¬ 
posits. 

2 To grunt credit to those who dfr 
’ serve It. 

I In the matter of credit* the public 
must In fairness remember that com- 
I I mercia! oanks are not lending their 
1 own money, but ihe money of their de¬ 
positors, represented very largely b.v 
the earnings and savings of tho peo 
pie. The people who own these deposits 
have accumulated them through year* 
of labor and sacrifice, and In many 
cases the deposit rcpiesents their all. 

I These depositors have the right to call 
I for their money at niiy time, or at most 
on short notice. Deposits constitute a 
sacred trust. 

There are certain basic principles In 
sound banking that must be held onto 
even In this period of change, but the 
progressive banker mu.stjie responsive 
to changing conditions and he must be 
active In seeking proper opportunities 
to meet ihe sound needs of hla cus-‘ i 
toiiicrs. 

In a recent message to Congress, the ^ 
President said—"I am greatly hoping 
that repeated promises that private In- - 
vestment and private. Initiative to re-. 
Ileve the government In, tho Immediate 
future of much of the burden which 
It has assumed will be fulfilled.'' 

Repeated assurance has been given 
by tbo Administration that there Is no | 
desire on Its part to continue govern I 
ment lending a moment longer than Is 
necessary and that at the earliest pos , 
slble time the government will gladly I 
give way to the banks and other lend i 
Ing Institutions. This, of course. Is as i 
it should be and we are all earnestly- 
looking forward to the time when prl 
vate Initiative and enterprise shall have 
recovered Its vitality sufficiently to 
throw government crutches away. 

Numerous fiank failures hare ere 
ated In the minds of many a grossly ex. 
aggerated Idea as to tbo losses of de- . 
positors In closed banks. The record i 
Indicates that depositors In banks ' 
which closed In the past three years 
will realise on an average about 65c ' 
on the dollar. That would mean a loss I 
of 35%. It has been estimated that dur 
ing the depression the average value 
of Investments In stocks lost about J 
90%; bonds almllarly declined, approxi 
mutely 60% and conimpdltlee 65%. 

Deposits In sopnd banks continued 
to be worth 100% throughout the de¬ 
pression and 90% of lbs bank deposits | 
of the country were not affected.
